orilelplnc the
New Onm ins, Oct 10. .V business In Louisi-

ana which had attained to largo proportions,
but which has been almost killed by tho lot-
tery campaign, is peddling. This hns boon
mostly In the hands of tho Jews, who, travel-
ling to the small towns in tho interior nnd to
tho plantations remoto from tho railroads,
havo found customers for their wares among
tho negroes and poorer whites. They did ft
good business, which seems to havo nrousod
tho ill feeling of some of tho small country
storeUecpeis. To them tho peddlers attribute
the roport put In circulation In Et Mary, St
Eandi-y- , Grant, Lincoln, Claiborne, and other
parishes, thatthe peddlers aro emissaries of
tlio lottery, going uround to buy up votes.

PRoiriBiTiox jor msaiaairrx.
XAt Threatens m Tlalatw off

most as severe as in Maine, A case will Kxm
be tried in Rankin county which. will fully tart
the law and determine, among other things,
whothoramanlmay bo imprisoned forllfefor
soiling whiskey in a prohibition oountr.

Tho caso Is that of Dan Puckott 24 rear old.
who ran a " blind tiger" In Brandon, the coun-
ty seat Ho did a good business for some time,
but. the place getting too hot for him. he aban-
doned it and lied to his father's farm in Hindicounty. Tho Rankin Grand Jury determined
to tin ak up tlio liquor business and read a
losson toull vvho might feel dlspoed to em-
bark in it by punishing I'uckett with the ut-
most severity of the law. and accordingly
found fifty-on- e Indictments against him for
offences the pennlty for which would subieot
him tout least .10 and at most 100 years' Im-
prisonment They might havo found more In-
dictments, for thoy could do so for everyone
of the several thousand drinks Mint I'uckett
handed ovor the counter; but thoy concluded
that llfty-on- o would do.

Tho deputy sheriffs huntod Puckott up. and
as he tried to avoid thorn brought him to term I
by filling him with shot Tlio wounds wero not
serious, hut wero effectual In halting Puckett
who was arrested, carried to Rrandon ana
lodged in jail. Itwasthon finally determined
not to prosecute him on all ilfty-on- o Indict-
ments, but In only Bixteen. us this will ba suf-
ficient, if hols convicted, to keep him in jail
for the reninindor of Ills life.

The case Is causing a great ileal of interest
because Micro aro several other counties situ-
ated us isRuukln county und because of the
extromo seventy of the low. There lias boen
homo fear also that the sttong element in favor
of license in Runkln would make somo effort
to rescue tho prisoner from tlie ortlcors.
